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INTRODUCTION. 

¥ I ^HE following Letters, which are 
"*■ now firft published from the 
originals^ which were written by fome 
of, the moft diftinguifhed perfonages 
of the laft century-, came into the 
hands of Sir George Bromley, Bart, 
in confequence of his being defcend- 
ed from Rupert a, natural daughter 
to Prince Rupert, third fon of Fre- 
derick, King of Bohemia, and nephew 
to Charles the Firft, King of England. 
As thefe Letters have been preferved 
in Sir George Bromley's family, and 
were written by perfons of fuch high 
rank, and who were fo nearly allied 
to the prefent royal family of Eng-

land, he thought the printing of 
them might not be unacceptable to 
the Public. And, indeed, thofe who 
have been attached to the ftudy of 
hiftory and antiquities, have gene- 
rally approved of the publication of 
fuch letters, as were written by per- 
fons of eminent ftation, and who 
had themfelvesa perfonal (hare in 
great and important tranfactions. 
For fuch letters often throw a great 
light upon the hiftory of the times : 
and even when at firft view they 
appear not very important, they 
tend to elucidate fads and charac- 
ters, which are not fufficiently illuf- 
trated in the general hiftories of 
the age in which they were writ- 
ten. 

As the greateftpart of the Letters 
contained in this collection, were 

written 
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written by and to the Palatine Fa- 
wily, it appears not improper to 
give here fome account of them; 
and the rather, becaufe many of 
the fads and circumftances, referred 
to in thefe Letters, will thereby be 
the better underftood, 

Frederick, Elector Palatine, was 
married to the Princefs Elizabeth, 
daughter to James the Firft, King of 
England, on the 14th of February 
161 3 (*). It is a circumftarice not 
unworthy of remark, that the banns 
of marriage for this Prince and the 
Princefs Elizabeth, were publifhed in 
the chapel-royal ( b ). Mr. Hume fays, 
that " this marriage, though cele-

bratcd with great joy and feftivity, 
proved, itfelf, a very unhappy event 
to the King, as well as to his fon- 
in-law, and had ill confequences on 
the reputation and fortunes of both. 
The Elector, trufting to fo great an 
alliance, engaged in enterprises be- 
yond his ftrength : and the King, 
not being able to fupport him in his 
diftrefs, loft entirely, in the end of his 
life, what remained of the affections 
and efteem of his own fubjects (').'* 
It was in the year 1619, that th^ 
Elector Palatine was made Ki 
Bohemia ("). He received his 
from a brave, injured, and op 
people ; but they were overw

James, 
inflead of fupporting Frederick, and 
the Bohemian Proteftants by whom 
he was elected, fuffered him not only 
red of his new kingdom, 
his hereditary dominions.

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€< of the world, in which we could 
" live quietly and contentedly toge- 
" ther ! that is all the happinefs I 
" wifti for ( e ) ;" it is not eafy to 
avoid fympathizing with this royal 
couple in their misfortunes. 

Elizabeth, daughter of King 
James I. Princefs Palatine, and Queen 
of Bohemia, was a very amiable prin- 
cefs. Mr. Granger fays,- that " fhe 
bore her misfortunes with dignity, 
and even magnanimity. So engag- 
ing was her behaviour, that (he wa9, 
in the Low Countries, called " The 
" Queen of Hearts." When her for- 
tunes were at the loweft ebb, fhe 
never departed from her dignity; 
and poverty and diftrefs feemed to 
have had no other effect upon her,

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but to render her more an object of 
admiration than (he was before ( f )." 

The King and Queen of Bohemia 
had eight children ( g ). Frederick, 
the eldeft, was returning with his 
father from Amfterdam to Utrecht, 
in a common paffage-boat, when the 
veffel overfet, in a thick /og, and the 
prince, clinging to the mail, was en- 
tangled in the tackling, half frozen 
to death, and at length drowned. 
The King, with fome difficulty, 
faved his life by fwimming ( h ). 

Charles Lewis, eldeft furvivins: 
fon of the King of Bohemia, came 
into England at eighteen years of 
age, and was honoured with the Gar- 
ter. Upon the breaking out of the

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civil war, he left the King at York, 
and went into Holland. In 1643, 
he returned again into England j but 
he had probably adopted fentiments 
of the conducl of King Charles, and 
of the oppofition to him, very dif- 
ferent from thofe of his brothers. 
For while they were actively en- 
gaged in the royal caufe, he joined 
the two houfes at Weftminfter, and 
even fat in the affembly of divines. 
He was reftored to the Lower Pala- 
tinate in 1648, upon condition of 
his quitting all right and title to the 
Upper. He died on the 16th of May

Prince Rupert, third fon of the 
King of Bohemia, by the Princefs 
Elizabeth, eldeft daughter of King

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James I. had an education, like that 
of moll German princes, efpecially 
younger brothers, which qualified 
him for arms ; and thofe who have 
been the leaft inclined to favour him, 
admit, that he was well adapted, 
both by his natural abilities, and his 
acquired endowments, to form a 
great commander ( k ). When the civil 
war commenced, he came and offer- 
ed his fword, when he was fcarcely 
of age, to his uncle, King Charles I. 
Through the whole war he behaved 
with great intrepidity ; and Mr. 
Granger obferves, that " he pofleff- 
ed, in a high degree, that kind of 
courage, which is better to attack 
than defend ; and is lefs adapted to 
the land fervice than that of the fea,

where precipitate valour is in its 
element. He feldom engaged but 
he gained the advantage, which he 
generally loft by pu fhing it too far. 
He was better qualified to ftorm a 
citadel, or even mount a breach, 
than patiently to fuftain a fiege; 
and would have furnifhed an excel- 
lent hand to a general of a cooler 

head (')." 

In confederation of his fervices > 
and on account of his affinity to 
him, King Charles made Prince Ru- 
pert a Knight of the Garter ; and by 
his letters patent, bearing date at 
Oxford, the 19th of January, in the 
nineteenth year of his reign, made 
him a free denizen ; and, on the 
24th of the fame month, advanced

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him to the dignity of a peer of Eng- 
land, by the title of Earl of Holder- 
neffe, and Duke of Cumberland ("% 
When the civil war was over, he 
went abroad with a pafs from the 
parliament ; but when the fleet re- 
volted to the Prince of Wales, he 
readily went on board it, where he 
diftinguifhed himfelf by the vigour 
of his counfels. His advice, how- 
ever, was not followed ; but, on the 
return of the fleet to Holland, the 
command of it was left to him. He 
then failed to Ireland, where he endea- 
voured to fupport the declining royal 
caufe ; but he was quickly purfued by 
the fuperior fleet of the parliament, 
under Popham and Blake, who, in 
the winter of the-year 1649, blocked

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him up in the haven of Kinfalc. He 
efcaped, however, by making a bold 
effort, and pufhing through their 
fleet ("). 

After the Reftoration, Prince Ru- 
pert was invited to return to Eng- 
land, and had feveral offices con- 
ferred upon him. On the 28th of 
April, 1662, he was fworn a member 
of the privy council; and, in Decem- 
ber following, he was admitted a 
Fellow of the Royal Society. In the 
year 1666, the King entrufted him, 
in conjunction with the Duke of Al- 
bemarle, to command the fleet, when 
he exhibited all the qualities that are 
neceffary to conftitute a great ad- 
miral. By his happy return to the 
fleet, on the 3d of June, he wrefted

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fr&m the Dutch the only victory they 
had the appearance of gaining ; and 
after wards j on the 24th of the fame 
month, he beat them effe dually, 
purfued them to their own coaft, 
and blocked up their harbour (°)* 
Indeed, the great intrepidity which 
Prince Rupert difplayed, in this na- 
val war, was highly and juftly cele- 
brated in his own time ; and in the 
laft Dutch war, he feemed to retain 
all the activity and fire of his youth, 
and beat the enemy in feveral en- 
gagements ( p ). 

From this time Prince Rupert led 
a quiet, and chiefly a retired life, 
rhoftly at Windfor-caftle, of which 
he was governor ; and he very much; 
employed himfelf in the profecution

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of chemical and philofophical expe- 
riments, as well as in the pra&ice of 
mechanic arts, for which he was 
very famous fjT~' He is mentioned by- 
foreign authors with applaufe for his 
fkill in painting; and is considered as 
the inventor of mezzotinto, of which 
he is faid to have taken the hint from 
a foldier fcraping his rufty fufil. The 
circumftances are thus related. The 
Prince going out early one morning, 
obfcrved a centinel at fome diftance 
from his port, very bufy doing fome- 
thing to his piece. The Prince afk- 
ed, what he was about ? He replied, 
that the dew had fallen in the night, 
had made his fufil rufty, and that 
he was fcraping and cleaning it. The 
Prince looking at it, was ftruck with 
fomething like a figure eaten into 
the barrel, with innumerable little

holes clofed together, like friezed 
work on gold or filver, part of which 
the foldier had fcraped away. From 
this trifling incident Prince Rupert 
is faid to have conceived mezzotinto. 
He concluded, that fome contrivance 
might be found to cover a brafs plate 
with fuch a grained ground of fine 
prefled holes, which would undoubt- 
edly give an impreflion all black, 
and that by fcraping away proper 
parts, the fmooth fuperficies would 
leave the reft of the paper white. 
Communicating his ideas to Walle- 
rant Vaillant, a painter whom he 
maintained, they made feveral expe- 
riments, and at laft invented a fteel 
roller, cut with tools to make teeth 
like a file or rafp, with proje&ing 
points, which effectually produced 
the black grounds ; thofe being fcrap- 
ed away, and diminifhed at pleafure,

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left the gradations of light ( r ). It is 
faid, that the firft mezzotinto print 
ever publiflied was executed by his 
Highnefs himfelf. It ' may be feen 
in the firft edition of Evelyn's Sculp- 
tura ; and there is a copy of it in the 
fecond edition, printed in 1755. 

Prince Rupert alfo delighted in 
making locks for fire-arms, and was 
the inventor of a com p oil t ion, called 
from him Prince s Metal \ and in 
which guns were caft. He commu- 
nicated to the Royal Society his im- 
provements upon gunpowder, by re- 
fining the feveral ingredients, and 
making it more carefully, by which, 
as appeared By feveral experiments, 
its force was augmented, in compa- 
rifon of ordinary powder, in the pro- 
portion of ten to one. He likewife

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acquainted them with an engine he 
had contrived for railing water 5 and 
fent them an inftrument, of which he 
made ufe, to caft any platform into 
perfpe&ive, and for which they de- 
puted a fele<5t Committee of their 
members to return him their thanks. 
He was the inventor of a gun for 
difcharging feveral bullets with the 
utmoft fpeed and facility ; and was 
the author of fundry other curious 
inventions ('). He died at his houfe 
in Spring-gardens, on the 29th of 
November, 1682. 

The features of Prince Rupert were 
fomewhat harm, and his manners and 
drefs were not thought fufficiently 
elegant and polite for the court of 
King Charles the Second. But Mr. 
Walpole obferves, that " if the Prince

" ages (')." And Dr. Campbell fays, 
that " in refpcdt to his private life 
" he was fo juft, fo beneficent, fo 
*' courteous, that his memory re-. 
** mained dear to all who knew him. 
c< This I fay of my own knowledge, 

having often heard old people in 

Berkshire fpeak in raptures of 

Prince Rupert ( tt )." 

Prince Maurice, fourth fonof the 
King of Bohemia, entered into the 
fervice of King Charles I. about the 
fame time with his brother. Mr. 
Cianger fays, that " he was not of

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(6 active and fierce a nature as Ru- 
pert; but knew better how to purfue 
any advantages gained over the ene- 
my. He wanted a little of his bro- 
ther's fire, and Rupert a great deal of 
his phlegm. He laid fiege to feveral 
places in the Weft, and took Exeter 
and Dartmouth. His mod fignai ex- 
ploit was the victory at Lanfdown ( w )." 
Elizabeth, eldeft daughter of the 
King of Bohemia, is obferved by Mr» 
Granger, to have been "one of the 
moft extraordinary women that we 
read of in hiftory. She correfponded 
with the celebrated Des Cartes, who 
was regarded as the Newton of his 
time, upon the moft difficult and ab- 
ftrufe fubjects. That philofopher 
tells her, in the Dedication of hia 
Principia, which he addrefled to her, 
that me was the. only perfon he had

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met with,- who perfectly underftoqd 
Jiis works. Chriftina, Queen of Swe-r 
den, from whom fhe received feveraj 
flights, was extremely envious of her, 
knowledge. William Penn, the fa-* 
mous legiflator of Penfylvania, had 
mafiy conferences with her upon. 
Quakerifm, of which fte entertained 
a favourable opinion. He h^s pubr. 
Jifhed feveraj of her letters to him in 
}iis travels. She is fometimes (tiled 
" the Abbefs pf Hervorden," a Pro-r 
teftarjt nunnery in Germany ove* 
Which fhe prefixed (•)" 

The Princefs Louisa, fecond 
daughter to the King of Bohemia* 
was diftinguijhed by her uncommon 
ikill in painting. Mr. Granger in- 
forms us, that " her paintings are 
highly efteemed by the curious, not; 
only for their rarity, bu,t their men

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tit ; and are to be feen in foreign 
cabinets with the works of the great- 
eft matters. Gerard Honthorft had 
the honour of inftru&ing the Queen 
of Bohemia . and her family in the 
art of painting : of thefe the greateft 
proficients were Louifa, and the Prin- 
cefs Sophia, her fifter. In 1664, 
Louifa turned Roman Catholic, and 
Was made Abbefs of MaubuhTon, at 
Ponthoife, near Paris. She died in 
1709, aged eighty-fix. There is a 
portrait of her, in a ftraw hat, at 
Wilton, by Gerard Honthorft (')." 

The Princefs Sophia, third daugh- 
ter of the King of Bohemia, and 
mother to George the Firft, King of 
Great Britain, is obferved by Mr. 
Granger, to have been " herfelf mif- 
trefs of every qualification requifite 
to adorn a crown (*)." She died on,

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the 8th of June, 17 14, in the eighty-* 
fourth year of her age (*). It has been 
faid of thefe three illuftrious fifters, 
the Princefles Elizabeth, Louifa, and 
Sophia, that *? the firft was the moft 
" learned, the fecohd the greateft 
" artift, and the third the moft ac- 
" complifhed lady in Europe (*)" 

Having given the preceding ac- 
count of this very diftinguifhed and 
illuftrious Family, it may here be 
fubjoined, that by Prince Rupert's 
will, which is dated Nov. 27, 1682, 
and which is regiftered in the Prero- 
gative-office, Doctors Commons, af- 
ter making fome provifion for his 
natural fon Dudley Bart, and a few 
other legacies, is the following claufe 
relative to his daughter Rupert a, and 
her mother, Mrs. Margaret Hewes :

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All the reft of my goods, chattels, 
jewels, plate, furniture, houfehold 
fluff, pi&ures, arms, coaches, hor- 
fes, (lock in companies, interefts 
or fliares in patents, to myfelf, or 
in copartnerfhip with others 3 and 
all other my eftate, rights, proper- 
ties, and interefts whatfoever, not 
hereby before bequeathed (my juft 
debts being paid and fatisfied) I 
do hereby give and bequeath unto 
William Earl of Craven, in truft 
neverthelefs, to and for the ufe and 
behoof of the faid Margaret Hewes, 
and of Ruperta, my natural daugh- 
ter, begotten on the body of the 
faid Margaret Hewes, in equal 
moieties. The fame, or fo much 
thereof as to the faid Earl of 
Craven mail feem convenient, to 
be fold and turned into money ; 
and, at the difcretion of the faid 
Earl of Craven, either put out at 

. " iritereft 
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intereft for their feveral ufes, in 
moieties as aforefaid, or otherwife 
to be laid out in purchafing of lands 
and tenements, for the ufeand bene- 
fit of them the faid Margaret Hewes, 
and Ruperta, my faid daughter, 
^nd their heirs, in moieties as a- 
forefaid. And I do hereby de- 
fire, charge, and command my 
faid daughter, upon my blefling, 
to be dutiful and obedient to her 
mother, and not to difpofe of her- 
felf in marriage without hereon- 
fent, and the advice of the faid 
Earl of Craven, if they, or either 
of them j mall be then living. And, 
laftly, I do hereby nominate and 
appoint the faid William Earl of 
Craven executor of this my laft 
will and teftament 5 and do humbly 
befeech his Majefty, that he will 
be gracioufly pleafed to give his 
affiftance and direction in what

*' may be neceffary for the perform- 
" ance thereof, as there may be oe- 
" cafton." 

Sir George Bromley, in whofe 
poffeflion are the originals of the let- 
ters contained in this collection, is the 
only fon and heir of Sir George Smith, 
late of Eaft Stoke, in the county of 
Nottingham, Bart, deceafed, by Mary 
his wife, daughter and fole heir of 
William Howe, Efq; fome time a 
major in the army ; which William 
was eldeft fon and heir of Emanuel 
Serope Howe, Efq; envoy extraordi- 
nary to the moft ferene houfe of. 
Brunfwick Lunenburgh, by Ruperta, 
his wife, natural daughter of the moft 
illuftrious Prince Rupert, Count Pa- 
latine of the Rhine, Duke of Bavaria 
and Cumberland, &c, who was fon 
of Frederick, King of Bohemia, by 
Elizabeth, daughter of James the 
Firft, King of Great Britain, and 

brother 
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brother to the Princefs Sophia; from 
whole marriage withErneft Auguftus, 
Duke of Brunfwick and Lunenburgh, 
his prefentMajefty inherits the crown 
of this kingdom. But Sir George 
Bromley *s defcent from Ruperta, the 
daughter of Prince Rupert, will more 
diftinctly appear from the Genea- 
logical Table that is here annexed : 
and it was in confequence of this 
defcent, that he became poifefied of 
the letters contained in this col- 
lection, which have been carefully 
preferved in his family. 

The elegant engravings, with which 
this work is adorned, are taken from 
original paintings now in the poffef- 
fion of Sir George Bromley, except- 
ing one of them, which is copied from 
a painting in one of the royal palaces; 
and it may be prefumed, from the 
mafterly manner in which they are ex- 
ecuted, that they will be confidcred as 

no 
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nofmall addition to the value of the 
volume. An engraving is alfo given 
of a mourning ring, with the hair of 
King Charles I. in it, which was worn, 
by his fitter the Queen of Bohemia. 
This ring is now in the poffeflion of 
Sir George Bromley.

Hedeiired 
me to get the form of the founding of the 
Weft-India camp here, how continued, and 
how governed at this prefent; which I doubt 
not will be beft got at Leyden, of M. de La,et. 
I fee there is no good to be had frtim England 
until the meeting at Hambourg, yrhich is 
in no greater forwardnefs than when I c^mc 
over firft ; therefore, if the Landgrave can 
fhew us the way how in the mean while we 
may do fome good, it is not to be negle&ed, 
for I hear already fome fpeeches, that, as 
things ftand now, a fmall force would make 
me mailer of a good country.

The Emperor hath alfo written a very effe&ual 
letter to the Duke of Bavaria, to reftore his 
part of the Palatinate to me immediately ; fo 
that I intend to go towards Franckfort, God 
willing, towards the end of next week. For 
though my ratification hath not yet been ac- 
cepted at Munfter, becaufe the title of Archi- 
dapifer is ftill in it, yet they are willing to 
give me a recepiffe that I have offered them, 
and that there was no other fault in the form 
of them : neither is it reafonable that I fhould 
omit it before all be performed which • is 
promifed on their fide. The King's anfwer 
to the Scots, as your Majefty is pleafed to 
relate it, is, in my poor opinion, very pru- 
dent, fafe, and rational. I wifh thofe in 
England may be as good prophets as they 
pretend to be, and that your Majefty may 
enjoy your jointure very fpeedily, and I am 
fure it ftiall not be my fault if you do not :

Majefty ; which they are not ignorant of 
who make that an excufe to coyer their bafc- 
jiefs and difaffedtion to your fervice and 
your family's, whom they are only apt to 
pleafe when nobody elfe cares for them. 
Though your Majefty was pleafed to recom- 
mend the bufinefs of Franckeijdal to the Eng-

hands ; and they write from London that he 
hath done public kirk-pennance, the truth 
whereof, if it be meafured according to the 
ftridtnefs of their difcipline, may well not be 
doubted of; elfe I fhall not give credit unto 
it, until I hear it from your Majefly.

nearer. I fhall expedt your Majefty's com* 
mands herein, and other particulars from Sir 
Charles Cottrel, to whom alfo I do refer my- 
felf concerning the other points of this letter* 
J fhall not fail to obferve your Majefty's com- 
mands touching the two cabinets your Ma- 
jefty defires $ but I doubt we fhall hardly find 
two of equal goodnefs upon one floor. I believe 
your Majefty will have the Princefs of Zo- 
lern's Marquis of Bady here very often 5 he 
is a very gaudy old gentleman, and pretends 
much friendfhip to us, but I doubt he is 
fomewhat double, at leaft is reputed fo.

That your Majcfty may be plcafcd to 
fee how much Mr. Henry Killegrew 
(peaks like himfclf in the relation of his 
combat, and of his ufage here, I lend 
your Majcfty the relation of the firft, from 
thofe who were witnefles ; and his own hand, 
which I fend by Gillas vander Heet, for 
the other. The firft night he - lay I n a 
lodging in the town-houfe, where they ufed 
to put ftudents that have committed fomc 
infolence; they call it the Doctor's Stove. 
But becaufe he complained it was not good 
enough, they put him in a better, in the 
fame houfe ; and for his diet, which I paid 
for, the bill fhews it. He will never leave 
his lying as long as his tongue can wag. I 
am about to find out fbmebody of quality, 
to fend as Ambaflador into England, when I 
may know that he will not be worfe ufed than 
the Republics of Yenice and Holland. There 
are enough' of good birth, but few that have 

language 
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language or breeding for fuch an employment 
in thefe parts • I believe Curtius hath ac- 
quainted your Majefty, that the Marquis of 
Baden Baden will needs thruft me out of the 
fifth part of the farther county of Sponheim, 
which the Duke of Simmeren hath, upon an 
agreement, put me in pofleffion of, and which 
above two hundred years hath been entailed 
upon the Electorate by a lady of that family, 
and was always in the hands of the Electors, 
until my grandfather left it to the late Duke 
of Simmeren. The lord Marquis's ill-con- 
fcience knowing, the faultinefs of his own 
poflfeflion in the two parts thereof mortgaged 
to my grandfather, before he hath paid one 
penny of the money for which it was engaged, 
makes him fear, the Duke of Simmeren and 
I being joined, he may have an ill bargain of 
.it in the end. To-morrow is the day they 
have threatened to put me out of pofleffion of 
the caftie, wherein I have but the third part 
of the garrifbn, one part thereof belonging to 
my coufin, and the other to the Marquis ; 
and the governor is (worn to all three. If he 
and the Duke of Simmeren hold firm, I (hall 
do my utinofit to help them, for I am fure 
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all the world will acknowledge the injufticd 
of the laid commiffion. I could not fo fikU 
denly get the relation of the feconds ; but if 
Mr. Killegrew denies this inclofed, I will 
(end your Majefty one from hence. Polier 
hath no more hurt than what the relation 
mentioned, which is fcarce vifible.

abufed. As for the Serenifllme Prince of 
Baffan, and I know not what, I believe he is 
a-kin to the Queen of Cracbvia, in the Knight 
of the Burning Peftle. Your Majefty was not 
miftaken in him : his Highnefs was gracioufly 
pleafed to accept from me three ducats for his 
journey, befides his defraying. I doubt not but 
he, and the counterfeit Ormond and OfTory, 
will come to one and the fame end one day.

I am very forry for the new affli&ion God 
hath fent upon your royal family, where- 
of I am the more fenfible, becaufe I know 
how near it toucheth your Majefty's affeftion, 
which was ever great towards the deceafed 
Princefs, whereof you will daily find the 
want whilft you ftay at the Hague. I am 
loth to touch any thing in anfwer to your 
laft gracious letter, that may trouble your 
thought at this prefent with domeftic affairs * 
but I can fhew by your own hand, that your 
Majefty was at firft not unwilling to live at 
Heidelberg, whilft another houfe was prepar- 
ing for you. When your Majefty is here* 
it will be but one family; for nobody will 
dare to conteft againft any thing that fhall 
be for your fervice and convenience : and if 
any trouble Ihould have been that way, thofe 
that would controul might in better manners 
quit the houfe to your Majefty than you to 

them; 
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them ; which myfelf would not have refufed. 
As for the creditors, if your Majefty had 
fhewed any real defire to come away, they 
might have been dealt withal. But I fhall 
not trouble your Majefty at this time with any 
thing farther, becaufe I hope you will give 
me leave to do it by an exprefs, who will 
very fuddenly wait upon your Majefty. In 
the mean time, I pray God to comfort your 
Majefty in all thefe great afflictions, and to 
do me the grace that I may be able to contri- 
bute fomething, if not fp much as my duty 
requires, towards it.— The ftory I wrote to 
your Majefty laft week, of the mutiny which 
caufed Lieutenant Little to deliver up the 
caftle, proves quite otherwife ; which I (hall 
give you a farther account of by next, when 
the council of war have made their full report.

Yqu 
fent me once feven thoufand guilders, and 
never fince any more, befides the fifteen thou- 
fand guilders, only two thoufand guilders for 
living, I do not mention the mournings, for 
that is a thing of courfe. I had not tailed 
line bread and candles, if you had helped me* 
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as you promifed t but fifteen thousand guilders 
could not do it, living as I do, much lefs as I 
fhould j which made me in a manner beg the 
States 9 afllftance : and as it is, I cannot give 
my fervants their wages. If remembering of 
you to have more would have done it, you 
fhould not have lacked; but when I wrote 
to you of fbme things of that nature, I never 
received anfwer, which has hindered me for 
to write concerning of my niece's mourning ; 
but fince you defire to be remembered of it, 
and may fend it me with what it coft. I again 
aflure you there is nothing I more defire than 
to have a good end of this bufinefs, which will 
be as much for your honour as my good ai*4 
pontcntment.

Th e Count Charles Ferdinand of Wal- 
lenftein having been here this fennight 
from the Emperor, to demand prefent affift- 
ance from me, as he hath done from other 
Ele&ors and Princes, I have been hindered 
from difpatching to your Majefty about the 
money bufinefs. I have little reafon to trouble 
your Majefty often with letters upon that fub- 
jedt, fince mpft commonly they are either 
mifconftrued, or the reafons I alledge not at- 
tended 5 as now lately, when I write, it wis for 
want of remembering that I did not fend 
fomething, inftead of the corn and wine your 
Majefty challenged, but, as I have ftiewed 
formerly (by the contents of the very words of 
the letters which were alledged) I never pro- 
mifed, I meant my treafurer Shloer, becaufe 
I very well remember that your Majefty fel- 
dom wrote to me but upon money fubjedts 
fince I was in Germany 5 which I do not 

blame 
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blame your Majefty for ; but only I am forry 
that oftentimes I could not anfwer you but 
with my leg. As for the tranfport of wine 
and corn from Bocharach into Holland, that 
it fhould coft me nothing, I hope your Ma- 
jefty doth not think me fo ftupid, that if any 
fuch ways had been fhewed, I fhould not 
have accepted it, for my own profit, as well 
as for your Majefty's accommodation. But 
thofe that make fuch proje&s are better ac- 
quainted how to eat and drink it, than how 
to fell it, and love to tattle of it ; but when 
it comes to the point, they know not how to 
make it good. I do well believe, that if I 
would give them corn and wine at Bocharach 
almoft for nothing, as (if I do well remem- 
ber) they pretended they might well carry it 
for Holland without my coft ; but I fhould 
be no gainer, but a lofer by that bargain ; for 
they think corn and wine groweth here with 
no more coft and hazard than mufhrooms. 
If there be any fo good hufbands amongft 
them, I wifh they may come up, and rent 
all my revenue in that kind ; and I am content 
to receive one third lefs in money of what it 
is worth in the bfeft years. I am glad your 

01 Majefty 
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Majefty will put in a paper together what you 
have received from me in twelve years ; I hope 
your Majefty will alfo examine what my ex- 
pences and receipts were in that time, and what 
the conditien I was, and am now in. I wifh 
with all my heart, and nothing fo much, as 
that your Majefty were fatisfied with me in 
that point, which I have endeavoured, and fhall 
ftill do, fo that you will let me keep fo much 
for myfelf, that I may live in the condition I 
wasreftored to by the treaty of peace at Munfter 
and Ofnabrug, that thpfe that belong to me 
may not want : for I afliire your Majefty I lay 
up no money at intereft out of the revenue of the 
Palatinate, but have fpent a great deal of what 
I got by other means, for the bettering it ; 
which, now the French alliance is at an end, 
I do want in a great meafure. I fhall fhortly 
reprefent all thefe things more particularly 
to your Majefty. If your Majefty thinks San- 
doville fo fit for my fon as they fay he is, 
it will be in your power to hinder that he be

Sure your Majefty hath forgot in what con- 
dition the Houfe of Franckendal, which 
they call the Shaffnorey, is in, when you were 
pleafed to write of preparing it for you. For no 
preparation would have made that fit for your 
living in it, but a whole new building, which 
to do on a fudden, or in a few years, my 
purfe was never yet in a condition for it; but 
I intended to do it by little and little, and had 
then begun it, if your Majefty had come hi- 
ther.

I doubt not but your Majefty hath un- 
derftood by Ruftorff the fWte of my bufi- 
nefs here ; and becaufe I would not give him 
any inftru&ions before I knew your advice, I 
bid him fet down fome confiderations of his 
awn, of which (befides what you will elfe 
j 2 think 
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think fit) jour M ajefty may make his infrac- 
tions, and fend them over to me ; and hav- 
ing put them into cyphers, and figned them, 
will fend them after him to Vienna. This 
is not neceffary now, beeaufe you have al- 
ready iigned his inftrudions. I would not 
anfwer your Majefty's letter of the ii of 
March by 290, for fear of his curiofity ; but 
now I need not fear the bearer. Though Tay- 
lor be an arrant knave, and a zealous Papift, 
and the King himfelf confeffes that he is gone 
farther than his inftrudtions, yet he excufes it 
thus : as for the title, that Taylor would not 
be fuffered by the Emperor to treat if he gave it 
me ; and as to what he fpeaks of the fleet, he 
fayeth, that Taylor was fain to fay that, to 
make the treaty the eafier ; but he aflured me, 
that it was not in his inftru&ions, nor to defire 
. the ban to be taken from me, or the door of 
grace to be opened to me; for which the 
King fent him a reprimand, that he had gore 
too far in this. But now, in the inftru&ions 
of my Lord Marfhall, the ban is named 
again, which I could not hinder for my life. 
Ruftorff is of opinion, that I fhould f defire

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and his fervants ; but why fhoiild I declare 
my father guilty? for, methinks, if I defire 
the ban to be taken from him, I declare it 
juft | if it be juft, my father is madd guilty. 
Your Majefty hearing both this, and my Lord 
Marfhall's reafbns, and conferring them with 
your own, will rightly judge of it. To that 
point of putting tlie Electoral dignity to a 
Diet, the King faith he will not be content 
with that delay, except the Emperor reftore 
the country prefently, and give a full aflu- 
ranee of the reft. That that confederation 
he propounds the King affures me will not 
be to give him any affiftance, or to do any 
hoftility againft any of his old allies, it will 
only be to reftore the common peace to 
Chriftendom ; and no fooner till I have aflu- 
rance of a full reftitution, I cannot but be- 
lieve him.

States 1 Ambaffador hath made his proposition 
to the King of that which Vofperg fpoke of 
to you. He. tells me he doth not quite rejeft 
it, but doth not think it feafonable now ; yet 
let not the States difpute for that of their 
negotiation, but take heed, left they anger 
the King at fca ; for as long as they will 
difpute the King's right at fca, they muft not 
hope any firm alliance with him, feeing Spain 
doth give fo much way in it : the King pro- 
mifes to fijee their herring-buffes, if they will 
give him the due acknowledgments.

hour's going from Gorkum, when the violence 
of the wind ftill augmenting, we were forced 
to land in a great fhower of rain, and to go a 
good way on foot, in the dirt, towards the 
town, until we met with waggons. The 
next morning we had a very good paflage to 
Gertrudenberg and to the army.
